American troops broke up the

with him if we do? 
If by our daily 
living in the fam ily, we can prove 
that our faith is w orkable and 
succeed in winning and m aintain­ 
ing the continuous devotion and 
esteem and com radeship of our 
children, they will be inclined to 
want to im itate our attitudes and 
ideals and habits, even our re 
ligion. 
We 
parents

W ASHINGTON, D. C., M arch 16 —As the G reat D ebate moves 
now from com m ittee room to Senate Cham ber, the biggest gun to 
lim ber up is Senator Robert A. Taft, alias Mr. Republican, alias Mr. 
Congress, and, despite violent opposition from both parties soon to be 


(maybe*, alias Mr. Foreign Policy. 
There is an unhappy surprise in store for those who like to jeer 
at T aft’s supposed ignorance in the related iields of r»lllJar> and 
international knowledge. I am able to report *rorn the best of all pos­ 
sible sources that Taft has spent the 100-odd days since his Novem ber 
election in boning up on these m atters. The same ravenous m ind which 
bites off and digests great hunks of economic and legislative lore on 
domestic issues has lately been munching on encyclopedic data f™m 
this other larder. Two years ago, in the teeth of hallelujahs from the 
reelected F air Deal. Taft was able to stop the T aft-H artley Act repealer 
and even w rite a new Labor Bill which passed the Senate. He did this 
by an amazing display of factual knowledge and by taking the honest 
position—very rare in partisan p o litic s-th a t he d perceived some 
m istakes in the Act of which he was the co-author in 1947. If T aft 
wins on foreign policy, it will be because of this self-sam e ability to 
assem ble the facts and to change his mind as much as facts w airant. 
Since his return from the Ohio hustings Taft has read heavily in 
m ilitary reports 
and 
m em oranda 
and 
has held 
long 
and 
olten 
anreported conferences w ith m ilitary experts. Among these h a\e been 
Bradley, Eisenhower, Denfeld and several others whose names aie 
equally im pressive but cannot be given in this place. When Detense 
S ecretary M arshall announced that the A dm inistration planned to 
send only four additional divisions to Europe. T aft was not in the 
least surprised. He had previously received this inform ation and a 
good deal more from Pentagon sources which are available to Senators 
who insist on getting at the truth. Taft also knows that this small 
figure is only a fraction—perhaps one-third—oi the total num ber of 
additional American divisions which the A dm inistration will latei de­ 
mand. He is in an inform ed position to make an educated estim ate 
but this figure should not be given here—-on the size of the interna­ 
tional force which the Pentagon believes is needed to fight the Second 
B attle of Europe. 
Argument Over Foreign Policy 
A lthough he has all this substantial knowledge, T aft is dis-inclined 
to flaunt it— for a very good reason. He believes that the G reat Debate 
is an argum ent over foreign policy, not over m ilitary strategy. When 
he takes the floor, he can be expected to ham m er hard at this point 
and to refute the A dm inistration s contention that a vote against the 
State D epartm ent is the same thing as a vote against the Pentagon. He 
has every confidence in the m ilitary judgm ent of Gens. Bradley, 
Eisenhow er and M acA rthur, but very little in Secretary of State 
Acheson and P resident Trum an 
Taft has long ago stated his principle that the U.S. must go to 
w ar if Europe is attacked by Russia. He would prefer to save Am erican 
lives by putting our chief reliance on sea and air fleets But he knows 
th at this is subject to the facts of w arfare. As a m atter of policy 
not of strategy— he believes that the num ber of ground troops we send 
to Europe should depend on the Europeans w illingness to rearm and 
fight, not ju st on their willingness to talk about rearm ing and fighting. 
He is m ore “from M issouri" than Mr. Trum an is on th at score. 
Never On Foreign Relations Committee 
Taft never served on the Senate Foreign Relations com m ittee, 
although he could readily make him self a place there. He believes that 
o r domestic economy is the main factor in our continued safety, free­ 
dom and well-being. But the chit-chat that Taft knows nothing about 
the world overseas gets a hollow laugh from the man who had been 
around the world tw ice by the tim e he was 14. In 1918. as a rising 
lawyer, he served in Paris for a year as general counsel to the Am erican 
Relief A dm inistration under H erbert Hoover. His work carried him 
through central Europe, and at the Paris headquarters he was con­ 
stantly rubbing elbows with the leaders of the Peace Conference which 
redivided the continent and established the League of Nations. He 
* was abroad twice in the 1930’s and again in 1948. His educational 
baekgorund— private school in New England. \ ale U niversity and 
H arvard Law School—is exactly the same as that of Acheson. 
T aft’s middle ground position, som ewhere between the extrem es 
of globalism and isolationism, causes him to get shot at from both sides. 
If there are Democrats, like Senator Connally, who wish to give the 
A dm inistration a blank check on foreign policy, there are also R epubli­ 
cans, like Senators Kem and Malone, who would not throw the 
A dm inistration so much as an old crust. It is in this great in-betw een 
area that T aft hopes to find and establish a balanced policy.

The sad part of it is, the watches 
are made by a concern which has 
always borne a reputation for good 
merchandise. 
The 
name is na­ 
tionally advertised as being the 
standard watch of the air lines. 
The gimmick is that the com­ 
pany makes up special watches 
for punchboard outfits. They are 
seven jewel watches.

He w hipped a Negro bully on a n eighbor­ 
ing Virginia plantation, and his m aster was so proud, he gave lorn 
his freedom , encouraged him to follow pugilism a n d , went so fa r as 
to furnish M olineaux with tran sp o rtatio n to England, which was in 1810. 
M olineaux w hipped an “ U nknow n” at Bristol, knocked out
